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PREFACE

(1) small arms firing ranges, (M) driver training areas, (N) tank/
assault gun firing ranges, (P) flat trajectory firing ranges, (Q) artillery
emplacements (batteries), (R) infantry or combined arms field train-
ing areas or courses, (S) special training facilities, (T') unidentified
facilitics or tracking activity.

Tapa Army Barracks West is located 1
kilometer (km) west of Tapa and 2 km northwest
of Tapa Airfield (Figure 1).

The installation covers 290 acres and con-
sists of a barracks and a driver-training area.
The barracks area, encompassing 80 acres,
contains the following buildings: 5 barracks/
administration, 13 dependents quarters, 18 sup-
port, 8 storage, 8 barracks, 2 vehicle main-
tenance, 7 vehicle storage, 1 vehicle park, and

1 athletic field.
